greater ſatisfaction to the particulars herein contained 
then they can give themſelves; Ihoped that it might 
have ſome good ſucceſs,if not tothe former yet to theſe 
latter, And if any thing ſeem (harp let the Reader blame 
him 2 Lefit prior. It will be ſuperfluous to Exerciſe 
any Charity in raiſing a doubt of the Author of this pa- 
per, ſince the Title page bears his name, or of his willing- 
neſs to have it made publick ſince we are there told that 
it was Printed according tothe Authors own Copy, to 
prevent any counterfeit ; againſt which ſurely that care

and that after a Fruitleſſe Tryall of all fair and gente. 
means, and private admonitions; and when ever uſed, 
or if ever to God's Vice-gerent, in ſilken words: But for 
every Miniſter (ſiuce he will be called ſo) fo ſoon as he 
hears of any Affairs of State which diſlikes his Fancy, 
or correſponds not with his Intereſt, immediately to flie

9h to the Nationall 
Covenant and Solemn League and Covenant: Sq, no Cove- 
nant, no Obedience, no King: Yet they doe not as the 
dope ot the Hiſpopr of England's good men ! they are guil- 
ty of no ſuch practiſes indeed they are not, but of worſe 
they zre- Where was your reaſon when you ſay that in 
England although the Pope was caſt off, yet the SubjeTion of 
Ning, to Biſhops was ſtill reteined? wherein or how is the 

ivg of England ſub ject to the Biſnops, ſpeak it out Man! 
do they meet without his Order but with the danger of

from the Army; leſt by being ſeen, he prove too po- 
pular, and give a Check to the Kirk > All which 
things aud many more we know who have done, thit 
pretend to nothing but the ſword of the ſpirit Do 
the Biſhops at any time uſe ſo much as a bold Ex- 
preſſion to him ? do they not acknowledge thongh 
not their calling yet the exerciſe of it in this or that 
Precinct to him? do they in their Synods offer to ob- 
lige the people by their determinations, till the things 
agreed upon have received the Sam of Royall Auibo- 
rity, and ſo made currant ? can you ſay that at any 
time they have held = Reſolution firm in any 
thing without the King's Confirmation 2 do they not 
acknowledge him and pray for him as ſupreme in all 
cauſes as well Ecclefiaſticall as Civill > do you-give 
him ſo much, or do you ſo pray for him? Laſtly, have 
the Biſhops in Exglaxd ſince the Reformation, ever 
uſed any violent meanes to bring the King to their 
bow >? who have you known, and let them bear the 
charge of ſubjecting Kings to their modell. 

But you 7 on to tell us how Subject ion of Kings to 
Biſhops is ſtill reteined in Exgland; now let the Au- 
ditor look for ſome rare reaſons, for which he may 
prepare either his laughter or pity, or both, For the «+ 
nointed, the King; ergo, he is ſubject to them: Hear 
as good an Argument the Marquis of Argyle the grand

You ſay much but you prove little; will you make 
the Apoſtles Limbs of Antichriſt > Naw & Alexandrie 
à Marco Evangeliſta u/q; ad Heraclam & Diony ſtum Epiſ- 
topes, Precbyteri ſemper unum ex ſe eledum, in excelſiori 
gradu colloc atum Epiſcopum nominabant Hieron yma ad 
Evagrinm, Epiſt.

matter of Fact, delivering to us the ſueceſſion of Bi- 
— in the moſt principal Sees? Iwill not ſay much 
to this,; the Cauſe hath been handled by many Lear» 
ned Pens which either you have not read, or if, which 
prejudice St Hierom to whom you attribute more then 
all the Fathers, becauſe you think he doth leaſt to 
Biſbops; yet if he might determine the Controverſie 
in his Epiſtle to Euagri, he would give it againſt you.
